Mr. Attwood played Samuel Sniggers, “a man that 
couldn’t help laughing.” Throughout every grade of life—whether as a 
dealer in hot puddings, a mute, a sailor, and a sweeper of crossings, Sam 
is merry and cheerful—at last, however, comes a golden shower, a fortune 
is bequeathed to the happy pauper, and with poverty departs gaiety. Mr. 
Attwood depicted this character with great ability. H. Hall, as Can- 
terbury Tom, a sailor, strongly addicted to “ tough yarns,” was excellent. 
He dressed the character to perfection, and performed quite as well as he 
looked. Indeed all the parts are well sustained, and if we instance two 
or three it by no means follows that the others are inferior in ability,— 
we cannot, however, conclude our notice without mentioning another per- 
former, and he is Maynard ; as the profligate Flipper, he portrayed with 
power the effects of an abandoned life—his dying scene was very forcible. 
The Farce of Bamboozling we have before witnessed at another house. 
H It is a mirthful little production by Egerton Wilks, and turns on the Bam- 
; boozling used by a young lady to outwit papa. Mr.J.S. Balls made his 
. appearance as Captain Bamboozle, and conjointly with Miss Daly, enter- 
tained the house greatly.
